stop out within ten to 20 days. 
His successor has not yet been de- 
cided upon, they reported. 


Meanwhile, tho president settled 


down to the enjoyment of a fort- 
night's vacation at this naval sub- 
marine base—his sixth trip to Flor- 
ida. He flew in yesterday. 


He will fly to Orlando tomor- 


row and drive to Winter 
Park 


where he will speak and receive 
a degree from Rollins College. 


His impromptu talk will be made 


fame time after 11 a. m. (Central 
Standard 
Time.) 
The president 


will fly back to Key West after 
lunch. 


At least two highly placed presi- 


dential intimates said Mr. Royall 
is resigning. 


They said he will follow Secre- 
tary of Defense* Forrestal into re- 
tirement despite Mr. Truman's as- 
sertion at his last-news confer- 
ence that Royall was not quitting. 
These intimates said the presi- 
dent meant that Royall was not 
stepping out at thit time. 


It was reported by the presi- 


dent's associates that he wants 
John L. Sullivan to remain as sec- 
retary of the navy and W Stuart 
Symington to stay on as secretary 
for air. 


The president himself said he 


had no other plans here than to 
work on official papers flown to 
him daily from the White House, 
except for his trip to Winter Park 
tomorrow. 
Postal Employes 
Attack Federal 
Loyalty Program 


WASHINGTON, March 
7.—(IP)— 
Twenty-six postal employes 
went 


into federal court today with a 
challenge to the constitutionality 
of the government employe loyalty 
program. 


O. John Rogge, attorney for the 


26, drew up the papers on their 
behalf In district court The suit 
asks the court to enjoin further 
loyalty proceedings and reinstate 
all suspended government workers 
until the case is finally decided. 


Named as defendants are Attorn- 
ey General Clark, Postmaster Gen- 
eral Donaldson, members of 
the 


Civil Service Commission's loyalty 
review board and of the Post Of- 
fice loyalty board. 


All 26 postal workers face re- 
moval from their jobs. Eight are 
already under suspension. Of the 
total, nine work in Cleveland, seven 
in'Philadelphia, four in Plainfleld, 
N. J., three In Detroit, two In oth- 
er New. Jersey communities and 
one 'in New York. 


The 26 plaintiffs are members of 
the newly formed Federal Em- 
ployes Defense Committee. 


The suit charges that the loyal- 
ty review program violates the 
First, Fifth, 
Ninth and 
Tenth 


Amendments to the Federal Con- 
stitution. These guarantee citizens 
freedom of speech, thought, assem- 
bly and association, and protect 
them against discrimination on ac- 
count of race, color or creed. 


In a statement accompanying the 


filing of the suit Rogge said near- 
ly 90 per cent of the workers ac- 
cused of disloyalty are either ne- 
groes or Jews and "virtually all are 
active spokesmen against racial 
and religious discrimination.' 


Of the 26 plaintiffs, 12 are ne- 
groes and eight are Jews.

Two top leaders of the American 
Communist party urged today that 
the United States sign "a pact of 
friendship and peace 
with 
our 


great wartime ally, the Soviet Un- 
ion." 


William Z. Foster, Communist na- 
tional chairman, and Eugene Den- 
nis, general secretary, made the 
proposal in an open letter to Pres- 
ident Truman in which they lik- 
ened themselves to Lincoln and 
Jefferson as advocates of peace. 


The two Communists said their 
letter was a reply to "the Presi- 
dent's reference to their statement 
of March 2 as that of 'traitors'." 


President Truman last week took 
exception to a statement by Fos- 
ter and Dennis calling on Amer- 
ican Communists to 
"cooperate 


with all Democratic farces to de- 
feat the predatory War aims of 
American imperialism" in the ev- 
ent "Wall Street" provoked war.

Cumpston claimed Bar- 
nett attacked him during the ar- 
resting process at a

Grove service station.

Those were some of the details 


of a story unfolded here yesterday 
—a story centering around a "hex- 
ed" widow who is reported recov- 
ering from a "spell" cost on her 
by her dead soldier husband 


The story came to light with the 
dosclosure by Bedford county au- 
thorities that they had granted 
permission for the re-opening of 
the grave of Pvt. Reuben Rock, 
29. who died last Jan. 13 of tuber- 
culosis. 


Arthur Dively, father of Rock's 


widow, 
attractive Mrs. Rosella 


Rock, 22, said that a ceremony per- 
formed at the grave Feb. 22 freed 
hlu daughter of the "spell" that 
had brought her close to a nerv- 
ous breakdown.

Rock had been burled was stripped 
from his body and burned, Dively

The picture was found and 
destroyed but apparently to no 
avail. 


Dively said members of the fam- 


ily could sense Rock's spirit "right 
in the room with us. It knocked 
at the windows and screamed over 
the top of the house." 


The family decided it had been 


a mistake to bury Reuben In the 
army uniform he had left to Ro- 
sella. Since the uniform was de- 
stroyed, Dively said, 
tho noises 


huve stopped ' and Rosella is re* 
turning, to health,

The senate today passed the third 
of the Gllmer-Alkln public school 
bills 27 to 2, after foes gave 
up 


their effort to delay it with a ser- 
ies of amendments. 


The bill by Senator A. M. Alkln 


Jr., of Paris, to provide the money 
for the revolutionary 
education 


program, goes now to the house. 


Two other 
Oilmer-Aikln 
plan 
bills approved by the .senate are 
awaiting public hearing by the 
h-uso education committee.' They 
reorganize direction of the school 
system, and set up a minimum 
program of education. 


Senate opponents of the Aikln- 


blll were defeated 18 to 8 In an 
effort to amend the measure 
to 


guarantee payment of the $55 per 
capita for schools as the law now 
provides. 
An earlier amendment 


by Senator Gus Strauss of Hallets- 
vllle was killed on a point of order 
that It had no bearing on the mon- 
ey bill. 


On final passage, only Strauss 


and Senator Kyle Vlck of Waco 
voted against the bill. 


Meanwhile, the house passed a 
measure designed to clamp down 
on politicking in office by some 
state officials. The vote was 71 
to 58.

Bulgaria angrily denied today the 
charges of religious persecution In 
the treason trial of 15 Protestant 
ministers and called the ministers 
"squealing little rats," 


"In a frantic effort to avoid the 


hangman's noose", It said, "they 
spill the beans." 
The ministers, all of whom have 


admitted the charges In court and 
begged for mercy, are to hear the 
verdicts tomorrow. The prosecu- 
tion has demanded death for four 
of them and prison sentences for 
the others.

them for forty years. It also 
would set up a federal fund 
of a billion and a half for 
clearing slums. 


It may be necessary, in or- 


der to bring about the con- 
struction of housing units, to 
make rules regulating them 
for many years ahead. If so 
that is '& handicap to public 
housing programs 
which 


sets, for forty years to come, 
an arbitrary level of income 
at $2,000 a year, providing 
government 
rental 
subsi- 


dies to occupants of proj- 
ects housing having less 
than that income and clos- 
ing the doors of the same 
houses to families 
with 


more. Income levels, prices 
and other economic -factors 
simply cannot be predicted 
that far head. 


It would seem advisable 


for the advocates of public 
housing to work out some 
flexible 
standard, 
which 


will be adapted to chang- 
ing conditions, for determ- 
ining who should 
receive 


the benefits of public hous- 
ing, and how much, if at all, 
the government should sub- 
sidize rentals. 


Ambitious as it is, the 


program for 810,000 units 
would b'e hardly more than 
a scratch on the surface of 
the housing problem. Every 


effort should be made to 
meet objections with intel- 
ligent 
and 
economically 


sound planning, so that^-a 
program of some kind can 
be started. It is sorely need- 
ed.

And regulations too 
tight are only too apt to 
burst at the seams. 
BETTER DAYS IN FRANCE

Of Medicine Is 
Fed To Patient

Three doctors stood watching 
a patient at the University of Tex 
as school of medicine sipped Invis 
ible radioactive isotopes. 


Tho patient was being treated 


for a thyroid disorder at the mod 
icine school's post-graduate cours 
in physical medicine and rehahili 
tation. 


Officials of the school said 
was the first time the treatmen 
has been used here. 
The three scientists treating 


patient stood well away from th 
test tube filled with the isotopes 
Dr. Benjamin Well, director o 


research at the M. D. Anderson 
Hospital for Cancer Research 
Houston, held the tube with a two- 
foot prong as the patient slppe 
the medicine. 
Dr. Charles L. Spurr and Dr. W 


J. Wingo, both of the Anderso 
Hospital staff, stood several fee 
away. 
Spurr explained that th 


isotopes throw off radiation tha 
endangers all tissues except in th 
infected area. 
The dose was given to determin 


the efficiency of the material as 
treatment. One hour after the Iso- 
topes were administered, the doc- 
ors examined the patient to check 
the path of the tracers. 
Spurr said scientists began work 


on radioactive isotopes In 1939, 
vith only a few approved medical 
centers In the United States admin- 
storing the treatment.
